The Secretary asked him, where he was made Prieſt?

Murder returned a ſincere Anſwer. Then the Se- 
cretary inveighed moſt bitterly againſt the Semina-

In the Tower he was, at firſt, very ill lodged, 
being put into Irons ior Twenty Days, and obliged, 
fox tome Time, to lie upon the bare Floor. How- 
ever, he was not without Comfort, as well inte- 
rior from God, who forſakes not his Servants on 
theſe Occaſions, as exterior from a good Prieſt, a 
Fellow Priſoner, his ghoſtly Father; who alſo 
helped very much to ſupport him and encourage 
him under another kind of Trial, which he here 
met withal; when being called forth to be again 
examined by Popham, the Attorney General, this

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the good Man his Director comforted him, putting 
him in Mind of that Beatitude, St. Matth.

" Bleſſed are you when Men fhall revile you, and ſhall 
perſectite "you, and ſpall ſpeak all kind of Evil againff 
you falſely, for my Sake be glad and rejoice, for your 
Retard is exceeding great in Heaven. Adding with- 
al, That the Propbets and Apoſtles, and even Chriſt 
our Lord himſelf, had been calumniated and ſlauũer- 
ed; and that it was always the Way, both of anci- 
ent aud anodern Heretics, as he frewed by Examples, 
to ſeek to aſperſe in this Manner the Reputation of the 
' Minifters 'of God, and of his true Church : But that 
Truth and Innocence would, in theſe Caſes, ſooner or 
later, prevail, to the Confufion of their Enemies. 
Mr. Aſunuden was about a T welve-month Priſo- 
ner in the Tower, before he was called to the Bar 
to take his Trial. But on the 6th and 7th of Fe- 
bruary, 1533-4, he was tried and condemned in 
 Weftminfter- Hall, at the fame Time, and for the 
ſame Cauſe, with the other Four whom we have 
laſt treated of. When Sentence was pronounced 
upon him, he, with the reſt of thoſe holy Men, 
joined in reciting the Hymn Te Deum laudamns, 
with a ſerene and chearful Countenance: And ſo 
great was the inward Joy he conceiv'd in his 
Soul upon this Occaſion, that he could not help 
diſcovering it in his Voice, in his Face, and in the 
whole Outward- man. Some who had not been in 
the Court that Day, perceiving in him, when he 
returned to the Tower, that extraordinary Alacrity, 
ſuppoſing he had been acquitred, congratu> 
lated with him; but he ſoon gave them to under- 
ſtand, that his Joy proceeded from other ſort of 
Principles than thoſe of Fleſh and Blood.

II. Fames Bell, born at Warrington in Lancaſhire, 
brought up in Oxford, and "made Prieft in Queen 
. ry's Days ; who, when the Religion of the 
Nation was changed upon Queen Elizabeth's Ac- 

ceſſion to the Crown, ſuffered himſelf to be carried 
away with the n his Conſcience; 
and for many Years officiated as a Miniſter in di- 
vers Parts of the Kingdom. He was, at length, 
reclaimed in 158 1, by the Remonſtrances of a Ca- 
tholic Matron, join'd to a ſevere Fit of Sicknels, 
with which God was pleaſed to viſit him; in 


which 
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ach he ws reenelled to God and his Church, 
He had no ſooner. recovered the Health of his 


Soul by Confeſſion, but he recovered alſo the 
Health of his Body; and, after having applied 
himſelf for ſome Months to penitential Exerciſes, 
and brought forth Fruits worthy of Penance, he 
reſumed, his prieſtly Functions, labouring with all 
Diligence for the Souls of his Neighbours, for the 
Space of about two Years.

IV. Richard White, born at Llandtrilos in Mon- 
gomeryſbire of Wales, and brought up in Cambridge. 
He was, after his Return from the Univerſity, 
for ſome Time a School-maſter, firſt at Wrexham, 
and. then at Orton in Flintſhire, being all the while 
in his Heart a Catholic; yet, by an Error too 
common in thoſe Days, outwardly conforming ſo

This Vear alſo the Catholics, Priſoners for their 
Conſcience in None Caſtle, upwards of Fift 5 | 
Number, were, by Orders of the Lord Burleig 
then Preſident of the North, once a Week Uragg 24 
by Force into the Hall of the Caſtle, and there 
forcibly detained to hear Proteſtant Sermons, 
preach d by che Archbiſhop, and the moſt eminent 
of the Clergy of that City. This was continued 
for near T'welve Months. The Behaviour and 
Speeches of the Priſoners, upon theſe Occaſions, 
and other remarkable Paſſages that then happen d, 
are ſet down at large, in a Manuſcript of about 
Forty Chapters, written by the Reverend Mr. W. 
Richmont. The Iſſue was, that the Preachers
